Nothing Certain fs Known as to 
Actual Time of Arrival of Child

It is a remarkablee fact that noth- 
ing certain is known as to the actual 
date of the birth of Christ, December 
25 being only a tradition, adopted by 
the church about the middle of the 
‘Fourth century. Lupi, a learned 
Jesuit of the Eighteenth century, 
says: 

“There is not a single month in the 
year to which the Nativity has 
not been assigned by some writer or 
other.” 

The earliest celebration of Chris- 
mas on December 25 appears to have 
been held in Rome in fhe Fourth 
century, being first mentioned in a 
Roman document, the Philocalian cal- 


containing an older record, referring 
to the year 336. Christmas was 
brought to England by St. Augustine, 
pe kept in 598, but it would appear 
hat it was not established in  Ger- 
many until 813, and in Norway about 
a middle of the Tenth century, by 
King Hakon the Good. 

The Romans of the empire used to 
telebrate the birth of the Unconquer- 
ed Sun on December 25, according to 
the Julian calendar, the winter sol- 
stice, when the sun ‘began to rise in 
new vigor, after the autumnal decline. 
Therefore, the reason for the choice 
of Decembr 25 for Christmas would 
seem to have been symbolical.

The reports were adopted. ; 
Judges’ Report on Fair 

Red Deer:—A very successful Fair. 
Horses were plentiful and the majority 
of them were in exceilent corditionand 
of good quality. Cattle, sheep and 
hogs were much better than in pre- 
vious years. Grains and grasses, made 
a fine display. The Fair was well 
handled and conducted. Public showed 
quite an interest in the judging /of 
live stock. Local exhibitors supported 
the Fair well. Weather hot and dry. 
Attendance good. Judge recommends 
that the side shows be cut out and 
the Fair run on agricultural _ basis. 
There. was too much duplication of 
classes in heavy draft and agricul- 
tural teams and both combined. 
Mr. Alex. Galbraith’s general report 
showed 96 fairs held in 1922, as com- 
pared with 108 in 1921, and 104 in 
1920. The leading features at this 
season’s fairs were the excellent con- 
dition in which most of the animals 
appeared, the magnificent display of 
grains and vegetables at nearly all 
places and particularly at the Sep- 
tember Fairs, and the somewhat slim- 
mer attendance than usual of the 
public, on account doubtless of the 
hard times and scarcity of money. 
There had been 62 judges employed 


were used for the first time to see 
what Fairs were doing good work. 

Mr. Welliver, the representative of 
the Board at the Fairs meeting in 
Toronto, wrote that if B Circuit of 
Fairs, to which Red Deer was attach- 
ed, had not been present at Toronto 
to show reasons for their existence, 
they might have lost their grants.

ORIGIN OF 
CHRISTMAS TREE 
History of the Yuletide Emblem Ex. 


tends Far Into the Mists of 
Antiquity 


The history of Christmas tree usage 
extends far into the mists of antiquity. 
Some say its origin is connected with 
the legendary Tree of Time, Ygdrasil, 
the great tree of Norse mythology, 
within whose roots and-‘branches 
heaven and earth are bound. Some 
say the custom may be traced to the 
Egyptians who, at the time of “the 
winter solstice decorated t eir por- 
tals with branches of the date: palm. 

To a Scandinavian legend may per- 
haps ‘be traced our custom of illum- 
inating the tree when darkness comes. 
Among the ‘Greeks, Christmas is 
known as the feast of lights. ; 

To people of different localities to- 
day the term Christmas tree may 
mean fir, spruce, pine, cedar or even 
magnolia, for each particular region 
makes use of‘the most suitable species 
that is to bé found near its markets. 
In the vicinity of the mid-west, a 
short-needle pine found in ‘Michigan 
and Wisconsin may be used. On the 
Pacific coast the white fir finds favor, 
while throughout Ohio, the Norway 
spruce is- largely used. In Mary- 
land and Virginia, the scrub pine and 
farther south cedar and holly. Best 
of all is the symmetrical balsam fir, 
each tiny leaf of which sends out a 
breath-of aromatic fragrance.

Margaret Patterson of Toronto, speak- 
ing to delegates from all over the 
world, described a certain class of 
criminal lawyers as “vultures,” and 
also as “scavengers” of civilization, 
who hover over the city police courts 
and jail cells.” (At least that 
what I read in one of the daily pap- 
ers). You can draw your own con- 
clusions as to the significance of this 
statement when broadcasted all over 
the world. 

But you, dear lady, mentioned in 
Mr. Brown's letter, although you have 
manifested a kind and Christian spirit, 
you are mistaken as to my attitude 
on the question of prohibition. I do 
not wish to “kill’ prohibition.. I am 
a prohibitionist; and I believe a bet- 
ter one than our friend, Mr. Brown. 
I did all I could to carry prohibition 
in 1915. That was Chrietian prohibi- 
tion, ape I will be glad and proud to 
support that kind of prohibition to- 
day, but we have not got Christian 
prohibition, or temperance, now. We 
have got ‘Mohammedan prohibition. 
‘Dear lady, no doubt you are a better 
scholar than I am. Very few there 
are who are not. I would not attempt 
to tell you anything, ‘but please allow 
me to remind you that Mohammedan- 
ism accepts part of our Christian 
faith but not all. They believe in 
Christ, but in a less degree than we 
do. They place Mohammed above 
Christ. They believe a part of our 
Bible but net 91) of it; they place 
prohibition above Christ. 

Now T submit to you, that to ac- 
cept the degree of prohibition that we 
have today we must place Christ in 
the background and cut out part of 
the Bible as the followers of Moham- 
med do. In my opinon prohibition 
which goes beyond temperance is 
not Christian; and as to my trying 
to ‘bring drink back to Alberta,” I am 
not frying to do any such a thing. 
There fs no need of my trying to bring 
At “back,” even if I was a drinking 
man, because it never was driven out 
of Alberta, only forced to under- 
ground channels, where it Is, 1 think, 
doing more harm than ever. What I 
would like to see is Christian tem- 
perance; a law that could be‘put in 
force; a law that would command the 
respect of a large majority of the 
electors. Such a law we had in 1916 
(just for a little while), but the ex- 
tremists spoilt it. 

I am trying to stand in defence of 
democracy, and Christ, and the Bible, 
in this matter. The prohibitioniste 
are always on the aggressive. They 
are asking for more and still more 
prohibition. & cannot see why I 
should keep still unless it is that I 
am not qualified mentally to write on 
the subject. If any one better quali- 
fled than I am will take the matter up 
in’my place, 1 will stop at once. It 
seems to’'me if the whole world ac- 
cepts such prohibition as we ,havé 
now in Alberta, it will be the end of 
Chrictianity, and we will have a 
Mohammed world, and there will be
